On August 22, 2003, East Kentucky Power Cooperative, Inc. (IEast Kentuckyl)
filed a motion requesting to withdraw its application for approval to transfer operational
control of certain transmission facilities to the Midwest Independent Transmission
System Operator, Inc. (IMISOL). East Kentucky states that it has conducted a re-
evaluation of the economics of MISO membership and its most recent cost/benefit
analysis indicates a substantial net cost to join MISO. East Kentucky further states that
it will continue to monitor MISO activities and may file a new application with the
Commission in the event that membership becomes cost effective.

Based on the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission
HEREBY ORDERS that East Kentucky[S request to withdraw its pending application is

granted and this case is removed from the Commission[s docket.
